The Sierra Madre Police are aware of 
the problem and a representative says they 
are pulling down the signs and calling the 
people who place the signs. 

“The problem Is that everytime we 
tear down a sign, we’re getting a new batch 
of yard sale people. We take down the 
sign, contact the people and advise them 
that it is illegal to have the signs on 
trees, utility poles and the city signs (such 
as stop signs, etc). We tear down those 
signs and a new batch comes up the next 
week,” says Sgt. Chris Christensen. 

“They are allowed to post their yard 
sale signs on a stick, placed in the parking 
area with the permission from the property 
owner,” Christiansen says. 

“They cannot be stationed on trees, 
utility poles or on city signs.”

Historical Society 
finds new home 
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Republican women

What started as a 
temporary savings and 
loan office on Santa 
Anita Ave. finally has 
opened its doors to the 
public as the Arcadia 
Historical Museum, 
now located in the Rose 
Garden at the county 
park where Huntington 
and Campus Drives 
come together. 

It took over three 
years from the time 
the pre-fabricated 
building, donated by the 
Ahmanson Foundation, 
was moved to the cur¬ 
rent site in March of 1985 
before the museum was 
ready for regular public 
viewing. 

During the past 40 
months, the Arcadia His¬ 
torical Society, which 
coordinates museum ef- 
forst, has dealt with 
numerous problems, 
from obtaining proper 
permits, determining 
land ownership and what 
contractor had authority 
to do work in the build¬ 
ing renovation to a March 
1988 decision by the 
Arcadia City Council to 
move the structure to the 
public library site. 

With this last threat 
repealed, the museum 
has been made ready for 
weekly open houses on 
Tuesdays from 2-4 p.m. 
and Saturdays from 
9:30 - 11:30 a.m. Society 
members are expressing 
enthusiasm for the 
number of visitors in 
the first weeks of open 
houses. “It’s like ole 
home week as visitors 
drop by bringing memor¬ 
abilia,” said volunteer 
Gian Wardell. 

A host of volunteers 
head( i by a Monrovia 


school librarian, Char- 
lottee Davenport, has 
transformed the former 
American Savings and 
Loan Association build¬ 
ing into a home for 
mementos of Arcadia’s 
past which show that 
transition of the city 
from a farming com¬ 
munity to a suburban 
city. 

To date 101 pictures 
and 95 artifacts have 
been catalogued and are 
on display. 

Though Lucky Bald¬

Most of the tales say 
that in ancient Hawaii, 
only men could do the 
hula. For 700 years the 
Polynesians sailed back 
and forth. Then during 
a period of isolation, 
from about 1500 to 1789, 
the Hawaiians had no 
visitors from beyond their 
shore. They used the time 
to continue to refine the 
hula, to make it one 
with Hawaii, so that 
today, the hula belongs 
to Hawaii alone. The 
chants were an early 
part of the formal hula 
and eventually the 
Hawaiians added instru¬ 
ments. 

In hula, the dancers 
became one with every¬ 
thing in nature. They 
bent, swayed and 
gestured, moving in 
countless ways to tell 
countless stories, 
most of which had deep 
meaning. 


Behind these grace¬ 
ful, expressive, some¬ 
times dignified and some¬ 
times earthy dances, 
lay years of study, 
meditation and 
prayer. 

Performance was en¬ 
hanced by pulsing 
rhythms of drums, the 
rattle of gourds and 
the rustle of bamboo 
instruments. The 
chants were so haunt¬ 
ing, they seemed to flow 
like clear streams of 
consciousness from the 
deep green heart of the 
forest primeval. 

In ancient Hawaii, 
there was no part of life, 
from birth to death, in 
which the hula was not 
connected in some way. 
Hula was an integral part 
of the Hawaiian religion 
and that religion bound 
together every ordinary 
and special activities of the 
people.
